They explained to congres- 
sional investigators, with two 
Internal Revenue agents sitting 
in, that the backdating merely 
formalized the President’s wish 
to donate his vice presidential] 
papers to the govemmnt The 
President had intended to-do 
this before the July 25, 1969, 
deadline for taking tax deduc- 
tions, they alleged. 

Tax agents are now investigat- 
. ing whether the backdated deed 
constituted deliberate fraud 
land tax evasion. Since the Presi- 
dent signed his own returns, he 
is legally responsible for their 
contents.
